Rosynek said the Texas A&M scientists involved in the 
experiment, Kenneth Marsh and Charles Martin, made 
use of a calorimeter, an extremely sensitive temperature 
measuring device. Rosynek said the Texas A&M re- 
searchers used a heater to warm a solution before reduc- 
ing the heat and measuring a continuing increase in tem- 
perature, in what he called a substitution experiment. 

“Rather than allowing the temperature to increase and 
measuring it, you substitute the energy produced by the 
cell for the energy brought into the heater,” said 
Rosynek, who said this measurement is more accurate. 

The experiments yielded about 60 percent more enery 
in the form of heat than was put in as electrical current, he 
said. 

Pons and Fleischman claim to have produced an energy 
yield of four times the energy input in their experiments. 

The experiment, one of several similar experiments at 
Texas A&M, began Friday and has been running for up to 
40 hours, according to an Associated Press report. 

In their efforts to confirm the Utah experiments, 
Rosynek said scientists are concentrating on the detec- 
tion of neutrons and gamma-radiation which are nuclear 
products of fusion. Scientists will always be skeptical of 
observations by one laboratory until they have been con- 
firmed by one or more independent groups, he said. 

“The experiment which has been conducted here does 
confirm some aspects of the Utah experiment and that 
immediately lends more credibility to the original.” 

Fusion occurs when the nuclei of two atoms are joined 
together, creating heat. This is the energy source of the 
sun and hydrogen bombs. So far, the energy used for 
public consumption generated at nuclear power plants is a 
result of fission, the splitting of nuclei. 

Scientist have been trying since the mid-50s to produce 
controlled fusion. If confirmed, the Utah findings could 
provide an unprecedented breakthrough in the search for 
clean, harmless and practically inexhaustible sources of 
energy. A

The state has appealed for approximately $5 
million, which was the initial estimate given by 
FEMA for the clean-up and restoration of the 
dike, said Governor’s office Press Secretary 


“On Jan. 31, when President Bush declared 
Washington County a disaster area, the ruling 
was that money would be provided for the re- 
moval of debris, repairing of roads and other 
public facilities, said FEMA’s Washington 


office of county clerk with that of 
county auditor. He said an ordinance 
to consolidate the county clerk and 
the county auditor into one position 
will be enacted before the next elec- 
tion in 1990. 

Sandberg said the agreement will 
save the county more than $40,000 a 
year. He said Utah County Auditor J. 
Bruce Peacock has agreed to serve as 
interim county clerk and deputy 
county clerk. According to the agree- 
ment, Huish will voluntarily termi- 
nate all politically appointed staff, 
which includes Deputy Utah County 
Clerk Dwayne Case. 

“I personally do not like the agree- 
ment, but I do feel it is in the best 
interest of the taxpayers,” said Sand- 
berg. 

Sandberg said when the State of 
Utah took over responsibility of the 
4th District Court on Jan. 1, 1989, it 
relieved the county clerk’s office of 
more than one-half of its workload. 

“Because of the reduction in 
workload, there is no justification for 
having a county clerk,” said Sand- 
berg. 

Huish said there is still a need for a 
county clerk. He said when the state 
took over responsibility of the 4th 
District Court they took two-thirds of 
the employees from clerk’s office but 
only one-half of the workload. He said 
the commissioner’s offer for him to 
relinquish his duties in exchange for 
him terminating the deputy clerk po- 
sition was too good to refuse. 

“T’d have to be foolish not to accept 
the offer,” said Huish. 

Sandberg said the agreement is 
part of the commissioners’ effort to 
reduce a $2 million deficit in the 
county’s budget. 

He said in order for the county to 
reduce this deficit without raising 
taxes, other county agencies can ex- 
pect similar reductions. 

Commissioner Malcom Beck said, 
“We are not doing this for any other 
reason but to save money.”

Activists seek to sway Supreme Court abortion decision

WASHINGTON — Both sides in 
the abortion rights dispute are mobi- 
lizing to battle for the state legisla- 
tures that will decide the highly 
charged issue if the Supreme Court, 
reshaped by Ronald Reagan, retreats 


‘from the 1973 decision legalizing 


abortions. 

“We are the majority,” proclaimed 
Molly Yard, president of the National 
Organization for Women after a rally 
Sunday sponsored by abortion rights 
activists attracted at least 300,000 
people to the nation’s capital. 

But opponents of abortion point as 
signs of their political strength to 
their election victories, particularly 
in 1978 and 1980, and to their strength 
in state legislatures. 

Both sides are anticipating that the 
high court, made more conservative 
with Reagan’s three appointments, 
will by early July allow states to place 
some restrictions on abortion. 

Arguments in the Missouri case 
will be heard April 26. The ruling 
could significantly alter the court’s 
1973 Roe vs. Wade decision, which 
gave women the right to an abortion.

Wholesale and retail gasoline 
prices continue to climb, and _ local 
wholesale gas distributors say these 
prices will rise a bit more before stabi- 
lizing. 

Most observers attribute higher 
gasoline prices to the dip in crude oil 
supplies to domestic refineries follow- 
ing the oil spill of the Exxon Valdez 
supertanker last month. 

“The oil spill wasn’t really an ex- 
cuse for oil prices to go up, but it was a 
good opportunity,” said Mack Eg- 
gertson, president of Texaco Whole- 
sale in Provo. 

“High. prices don’t help anybody 
but the oil companies,” Eggertson 
said. “The Valdez thing was a good 
opportunity to help get the price of 
gas up where oil companies want 
them.” 

Eggertson said oil companies have 
probably raised prices more than they 
needed to to compensate for the crude 
oil supply problems created by the 
spill. 

“Wholesale prices have gone up 19 
cents a gallon since Feb. 15. In the 
gasoline retail market, one owner just 
can’t go out and raise his prices,” Eg- 


gertson said. “There’s finally been | 


enough upward pressure on whole- 
sale prices that the retail market has 
been forced to raise its prices.” 

“The West Coast is having a lot 
more of a problem than Utah has,” 
said Mark Walker, a local petroleum 
products distributor. “People are 
paying more than $1.40 a gallon for 
gas in Los Angeles.” 

Walker said the oil spill has had 
more of an indirect effect on Utah gas 
prices because Utah distributors are 
pre dependent upon locally refined 
oil. 

“The increases in prices can’t be 
attributed to just the spill. There 
have been a number of factors in- 
volved,” Walker said. 

“I guess the spill kind of sparked 
things offinitially, but it’s only a small 
part of the reasoning behind the in- 
crease,” Walker said. “Another big 
factor is ‘refinery turnaround’ which 
happens every April when refineries 
gear up for summer mixtures instead 
of winter ... 

“The third reason gas prices have 
gone up is because the summer 
months are almost here and prices 
usually go up for tourism,” Walker 
said. “The price hikes seem drastic 
because all the factors combined at 
the same time.” 

Eggertson said there hasn’t been 
serious supply problems in Utah. He 
is keeping his retail outlets full just in 
case there are shortages. 

Walker said he buys from five dif- 
ferent local refineries. One of his sup- 





If the justices, as expected, restore

After the 1973 decision, opponents 
of the right to an abortion mounted a 
political campaign designed to elect 
their supporters to Congress and — 
state legislatures with the eventual 
goal of amending the Constitution to 
outlaw abortions. 

Such activists were prominent in

But with a 
high-profile product like gasoline, we 
feel lucky if we can get a five percent 
margin, and three percent is about 
normal.” 

Eggertson agreed that most gaso- 
line consumers don’t understand the 
relationship retailers have with the 
price people actually pay to fill their 
tank. He would like to see prices re-

DUGWAY PROVING GROUNDS— The U.S. Army is considering taking 
over the Bureau of Land Management’s holdings adjacent to Dugway Proving 
Grounds due to possible unexploded bombs in the area, officials said. 

Dugway spokeswoman Kathy Whitaker said, however, no final decision has 
been made, and withdrawal of the acreage is only one option being considered. 

“There has been some consideration here on the Proving Grounds. We 
propose a withdrawal of some of the acreage south of our existing southern 
border,” said Whitaker. 

Even if that option is adopted, it would be subject to extensive review over a 
two- or three-year period before implementation. 

“We have not yet begun any formal process,” Whitaker said. “We have not 
made the decision here at the Proving Grounds that we want to request the 
withdrawal.” 

Gold Standard Inc. has valuable mining claims in the area Durporrcdly 
contaminated south of the western Utah desert base, throughout Tooele 
County’s Dugway Mountains. It has been a region used ‘for decades by rock- 
hounds, hikers, prospectors and livestock grazing operations.

Missionary plane from Haiti hijacked 


MIAMI — A twin-engine aircraft carrying a missionary group from Haiti to 
Fort Lauderdale was hijacked Monday, and the plane was diverted to Miami, 
officials said. There was an unconfirmed report the incident had ended with no 
injuries. 

The Cessna 402, owned by Missionary Aviation Fellowship of Redlands, 
Calif., landed at 2:30 p.m. at Miami International Airport. 

A Fellowship spokeswoman, Donna Burns, said two gunmen surrendered, 
but the FBI could not immediately confirm any arrests. She said the passen- 
gers were safe. - 

FBI agents were standing by, said Arlene Salac of the Federal Aviation 
Administration’s regional office in Atlanta. 

Ms. Burns said the plane held four Haitians and three Americans, plus the 
two gunmen and the pilot, Duer Smedley. 

“They boarded at Cap Haitien,” said Ms. Salac. “It’s unclear if they were 
expected aboard or just came on the plane.” Cap Haitien is on Haiti’s North 
Coast. Ms. Burns said the men fired weapons into the air and took over the 
plane, and the pilot was ordered to fly immediately without a flight plan.

Segarra acknowledged he knew about the robbery beforehand and received 
the stolen money to finance the activities of Los Macheteros, Spanish for

Quality of UVCC paper improves

Utah Valley Community College is 
looking for a faculty adviser to help 
improve the quality of the student 
newspaper that was “shut down” in 
February, said the director of student 
programs and student services at 
UVCC. 

“T think we’ve concluded that with 
7,000 students, its time to become 
more professional, ” said Director 
Tom Hover. 

The UVCC student newspaper, the 
College Times, was closed down for 
about two weeks in February after 
several editors left the staff. Derek 
Hall, assistant director of public rela- 
tions at UVCC, said a major reason 
the newspaper was not allowed to 
publish was poor grammar and poor 
quality in the layout of the paper. 

Former adviser, Darcy Butcher 
said the content of the newspaper was 
another reason it closed down. She 
said that after the editors of the paper 
quit, there was no control on what 
was being printed. 

However, Richard Elton, editor of 
the College Times , said, the quality of 
the newspaper has improved since it 
began printing again. “We haven’t 
had the grammatical problems we’ve 
had before,” he said. 

“It’s much more acceptable now, 
where before we were really con-

Science laboratory 
to give students

Intel Corporation has already do- 
nated approximately $70,000 in com- 
puter equipment and funds. The gift 


includes four Intel 3801 workstations, - 


testing equipment and research funds 
for support of graduate students. In- 
tel will also donate some of its surplus 
equipment. 

Another contributor has been BBN 
Software Products Corporation. It 
has donated nearly $400,000 of its RS 
Series software. The software is a so- 
phisticated statistical package that is 
used as a tool for the display of engi- 
neering data, said Bryce. 

BBN is committed to keeping BYU 


current with its software, he said. 


Bryce said the RS Series is a pack- 
age that can be used to analyze and do 
graphics for many different kinds of 
data. It is on the BYU computer and 
anyone with an account can use it, he 
said.

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Crash diets increase a dieter’s chances 
of gaining more weight, specialist says

Lori, age 19, wants more than any- 
thing to lose the weight she’s put on in 
the last three years. She has tried diet 
after diet, exercise after exercise, yet 
she just can’t seem to slim down to a 
smaller size. 

Steve Carter, a senior from Dodge 
City, Kan., majoring in advertising, 
has always been the skinny kid in 
school. He said he has been trying to 
gain weight all his life but just can’t 
seem to succeed. 

Lori said she eats when she’s 
bored, even if she’s not hungry. She 
said she never exercised because she 
never thought all. the eating she did 
would catch up to her. 

When it did, Lori said she decided 
to do whatever she could to lose the 
excess 40 pounds she needed to lose. 
She said she tried everything from 
the Grapefruit Diet to the Weight 
Watchers Diet and would also do aer- 
obics and other exercises at various 
clubs with her sister, who was also 
trying to lose weight. 

Lori said it was hard to fit exercise 
into her schedule every day and the 
fitness routine that had started out as 
an everyday thing for her and her 
sister soon, dwindled down to three 
times. a week and eventually they 
were only exercising once a week. 

_ She said all the diets and exercising 
weren’t worth the trouble because 
she didn’t lose any weight. 

“Twas trying so hard to lose weight 

and when I didn’t, I asked myself, 
“Why did Leven try?’ As I think about 
it now, I realize it felt good exercising 
hecause I was accomplishing some- 
thing,” Lori said. “When I’m exercis- 
ing I have more strength and energy, 
and although I still look fat, I feel 
skinnier.” 
’ John Ayre, a junior. from Boise, 
Idaho, majoring in accounting, said 
he’s been trying to gain weight since 
his sophomore year in high school. “I 
can eat anything I want and as much 
as I want without gaining weight,” he 
said. 

“It’s depressing when I eat a lot and 
don’t gain any weight.” 

Ayre said it’s hard to get in shape 
because he can’t gain weight and build 
muscle. 

Dr. Harold Frost, a psychologist at 
the Utah Valley Medical Center, has 
some advice for people who are trying 
4 gain weight. He said for some peo- 
ple ing. able.to.gain-weight, as 
welasiove weg is] 
ically” related. <“Some~; are 
blessed with a fast metabolism,” said 
the clinical coordinator for eating dis- 
‘orders at UVMC. “They can eat 
‘whatever they want and not gain a 
pound because their body burns it off. 
In many cases, the body will sluff off 
extra calories in body heat,” said 
Frost. 

Frost said there is a diet organiza- 
tion that helps people gain weight. 
They put the person trying to gain 
weight on a diet for a few weeks. 
Then, after the specified time for his 
diet is up, the patient is instructed to 
overeat. Frost said this increases the 
person’s ability to gain weight. Frost 
said that this method is often referred 
to as the yo-yo method of dieting. A 
person will go on a diet to lose weight 
quick and after they've lost the 
weight, they will go back to eating 
normally, he said. 

“Since the person has gone on this 

diet his metabolism has slowed down 
and so when he goes back to eating 
normally he will gain all the weight 
back that he lost plus a little more,” 
said Frost. “Yo-yo diets actually in- 
creases a persons ability to gain 
weight,” he said. 
’ Dr. Garth Fisher, a professor of 
physical education, said people can’t 
gain weight when they overeat be- 
cause overeating causes weight gain 
for a time, but after a while; it levels 
off so a person can’t gain anymore. 
Fisher, who has a Ph.D.in exercise 
physiology, said when a body receives 
more than it needs, it burns off more 
calories, therefore making it more dif- 
ficult to gain because the body will 
adjust itself. 

According to Frost, “The body is 
pretty wise to its needs, and when it 
thinks it’s getting enough to eat, it 
probably is.” 

Kathy Morgan, a sophomore from 
Salem, Ore., with an undecided ma- 








obably: genet- 


jor, said she has been trying to lose 
weight all her life. Over the last five 
years she has been able to lose 80 lbs. 
Willing to share the secret of her suc- 
cessful weight loss, she said all she did 
was cut back in her eating habits and 
increase her exercise. 

“TI didn’t use any specific diets, all I 
did was try to eat healthier foods, 
things like fruits and vegetables,” 
said Morgan. 

She said exercise has been a big 
factor in her ability to lose weight. 
She feels overweight people shouldn’t 
feel intimidated into not exercising. 
“When I was 80 pounds overweight, I 
was a lifeguard,” said Morgan. “It can 
be very intimidating to put a swimsuit 
on when you’re so overweight, but 
you've got to exercise if you want to 
get the weight to come off,” she said. 

Frost said the best thing to do when 
trying to lose weight is to dramati- 
cally decrease the percent of fat in 
one’s diet. He said it works better 
than simply reducing caloric intake. 
“Decreasing fat along with aerobic 
exercise is very helpful in reducing fat 
content,” said Frost. 

Fisher said apparantly there is a 
mechanism in the body that acts as a 
starvation reflex when a person eats 
too little. He said the body will start 
conserving the food that’s being 


eaten. His advice to people who want 
to lose weight is not to do it by going 
on a crash-diet. He said people should 
change the types of food they eat. 
“Animals get fatter depending on 
what food they eat. So, if people are 
trying to lose weight, they shouldn’t 
eat as much fat and sugar, which are 
very apparant in the American diet,” 
he said. 

Morgan said one thing that worked 
for her was-writing down what she 
ate. Not only did she write down what 
she ate, but she wrote down how 
much she ate, the mood she was in 
when she ate, what time, how many 
calories, where she was and who she 
was with when she ate. “Doing this 
made me really aware of what I was 
eating and why I was eating,” she 
said. 

Fisher said many people go on re- 
strictive diets and what these diets do 
is pull their energy from the muscles 
in the body. He said 97 percent of the 
people who go on restrictive diets will 
end up gaining all the weight they lost 
and more. 


He said the only way a restrictive 


“starvation” diet would work is if the 
personis willing to stick with it for the 
rest of his life. 

Carter, who is always trying to 
gain weight, said, “A heavy person 


wanting to lose weight has the same 
reasoning as a skinney person want- 
ing to gain weight — you will look and 
feel better about yourself.” 

Lori agrees with Carter and said 
she would feel better about herself if 
she could lose weight. 

Fisher said, “In the civilization we 
live in today, lean is in. Models are all 
lean and handsome and everyone 
wants to look like them. 

“People need to be philosophical 
and accept themselves for who they 
are. What people should do is change 
their lifestyles to eat a better quality 
of food and let the weight take care of 
itself.” 

Frost said when people have fit 
bodies, it will help them accomplish 
their goals. For young men trying to 
gain weight, he said to be patient.

To people who are trying to lose 
weight, Morgan said to keep active. 
“When you break your diet, you need 
to get right back on it. Losing weight 
takes time and self-control,” Morgan 
said. 

“Tt gets fustrating when the weight 
doesn’t come off right away, but it’s 
important to stick with it and sooner 
or later the results will come.”

A recent life and death situation 
occurred when high school athlete 
Kevin Anderson fractured his neck 
during a 38-A basketball tournament. 
BYU student Michael Folsom, major- 
ing in sports medicine saved Ander- 
son’s life and was recently awarded a 
commendation by the National Ath- 
letic Trainers Association by Utah 
Gov. Norm Bangeter. Anderson’s ac- 
cident has caused people to question 
Utah’s requirement for trainers in 
high school, said Curtis. 

Curtis, quoting a recent survey, 
said, “only 10 percent of the nations 
22,000 high schools provide adequate 
medical care for student athletes. 
Only 20 percent of our nations high 
schools employ an athletic trainer.” 

“Coaches are hired to win the game 
— not care for the health of the stu- 
dent,” said Curtis. 

According to a survey by the Jour- 
nal of Physical Education and Recre- 
ation Dance (1989), the average in- 
jury rate without a full-time trainer is 
50 percent and only 20 percent with a 
certified trainer. Even more impor- 
tant than the injury rate, said Curtis, 


is the re-injury rate of 71 percent 
without a full-time trainer, compared 
to 3 percent with a certified trainer. 
“The injuries high school athletes 
receive often result in life-time in- 
juries causing hardship and some- 
times disabilities,” said Curtis. Direc- 
tor of the Utah High School Activities 
Association, Glenn L. Beere, said “it 
is not mandated by any office that we 


have trainers in the schools. As a ° 


safety factor we demand that there is 
some kind of medical assistance 
(preferably volunteer) at each varsity 


- and junior varsity game.” 


Curtis agreed with Beere, that 
there are financial burdens in athlet- 
ics, but added, “We are a state that 
claims to be a ‘family state’ who cares 
most about families and education — 
yet we don’t provide care and protec- 
tion for our young athletes.” 

“It is vital that we provide high 
schools with full-time trainers,. not 
just for games, but for practices and 
physical education classes”, said Cur- 
tis. “I feel kind of sad that the state I 
have chosen to live in is the most 
backward state when it comes to 
high school athletics,” said Curtis.

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Bangerter signs pact with U.K.

Gov. Norm Bangerter signed a 
“formal memorandum of understand- 
ing” with the United Kingdom Securi- 
ties Association which will facilitate 
the exchange of stock market regula- 
tory information between the U.K. 
and Utah. 

“The pact will formally ensure con- 
tinuity in policies that currently 
provide information on the regulation 
and investigation of fraudulent stock 
activity where Utah and the United 
Kingdom are involved,” said Director 
of the Utah Securities Division and 
President of the North American Se- 
curities Administrators Association 
John Baldwin. 

The agreement was signed by 
United Kingdom Securities Associa- 
tion Director Robert P. Wilkinson. 
The Securities Association is the 
largest stock market regulatory orga- 
nization in the U.K. and regulates the 
London Stock Exchange. 

“This agreement underscores the 
vital role that the state must play in 
policing our increasingly intercon- 
nected securities markets,” said 
Baldwin. 

“More and more Utahns are in- 
volved in trading activity while trav- 
eling abroad and ultimately find 
themselves involved in fraudulent op- 


Family and doctor 
can make decision 
about natural death

In 1981, Johanna Frisby, not quite 
8 years old, lay dead in a Mississippi 
hospital. There was only one problem; 
she wasn’t dead according to the law. 
Her skinny body lay hooked to an as- 
sortment of machines which kept her 
heart beating and supposedly alive. 
The moment those machines went out 
so did her life, but in the meantime, 
her parents went to court to end the 
waiting. 

Mississippi law requires a patient 
be proven brain dead before a judge 
allows the disconnection of a life-sup- 
port system, according to Johanna’s 
grandfather, George R. Bentley Jr. 

Here in Utah, the law is not quite as 
strict. According to Kay Goodson, a 
spokeswoman for Orem Community 
Hospital, the doctor and family decide 
whether to disconnect the system if 
there are no brain waves. 

As arule, Goodson said, if a patient 
comes into emergency with no vital 
signs, and the death has been fairly 
recent, they will put the person on a 
basic life support system for a few 
hours. Ifa patient who.is.on a ventila- 
tor’ displays ‘no ‘heartbeat .or vital 
signs, an ENG is done to see if the 
person is clinically dead (displays no 
brain activity). 

Yet there are those who want to 
die. Kathleen Ammon, a staff mem- 
ber of the BYU Gerontology Re- 
source Center, said some elderly peo- 
ple are in favor of euthanasia; some 
aren’t. She said many feel lonely and 
have lost their role in life. 

Steven Heiner, who served on a 
committee which studied euthanasia, 
said there are strong forces for and 
against euthanasia. Some elderly peo- 
ple who are terminally ill feel they 
drain the family’s resources and are a 
burden on their family and society. 
Others want to let nature run its 
course. 

Heiner, a BYU professor of Health 
Sciences, feels euthanasia is a moral 
and ethical matter. He said each case 
needs to be considered individually. 

A social worker for the Society for 
the Right to Die said they believe in 
the “right of self-determination.” She 
said individuals who are competent 
are legally allowed to refuse treat- 

-ment, known as informed consent. 

For people who are incompetent, 
they can refuse artificial life-support 
methods in a living will.

tions,” said Baldwin. Utahns are also 
involved with selling fraudulent 
stocks to foreign investors,” he said. 

“Internationalization of the securi- 
ties markets is a fact, because of this, 
all securities markets should cooper- 
ate, specifically in the areas of regula- 
tion and enforcement, said Wilkinson. 

Baldwin said much of securities en- 
forcement in the United States is car- 
ried out at the state level, so it makes 
good sense that state securities agen- 
cies should play a crucial role in over- 
seeing global securities markets, and 
our agreement with the TSA will en- 
able agencies to do an even a better 
job for Utah residents. 

“This agreement is the most far- 
reaching of its kind, and goes beyond 


the agreements between other regu- 
lators in allowing the Securities Divi- 
sion in the state Department of Com- 
merce to take action the federal 
government cannot yet take,” said 
Bangerter. 

Although the “effectiveness of the 
agreement is after the fact, in that the 
fraudulent activity has already hap 
pened, it will facilitate investigation 
and deter other such activities,” said 
Baldwin. 

The pact makes Utah one of the 
first states to form an international 
securities enforcement/cooperation 
agreement with the regulators of a 
foreign marketplace, said Heather 
Barney, spokeswoman for the state 
Department of Commerce. 


Utah County organizations 
promote victim's rights

Nationally, every 21 seconds some- 
one becomes a victim of crime, said 
the director of a local victim counsel- 
ing center. 

April 9 to 15 is National Victims’ 
Rights Week. The Center for Women 
and Children in Crisis and 11 other 
agencies and organizations in Utah 
County joined together Monday to 
promote greater public awareness on 
the needs and rights of victims, said 
Betty Engeman, director for the 
women and children’s center. 

A “Resource Arena” was created at 
the County Building in Provo. Pam- 
phlets, video programs for adults and 
children and spokespersons for vari- 
ous groups were available to answer 
questions. 

In an evening program, Engeman 
gave an overview of crime and victim- 
ization in America. She said that 
spouse abuse in Utah County is right 
on target with the national figures. 


Statistics show that one of every four 
households in America is involved in a 
erime each year, she said. 

Deputy County Attorney, Sherry 
Regan discussed victim’s rights. The 
county attorney’s office offers legal 
help and advice to victims, she said. 
Informative pamphlets are available 
to help victims understand court pro- 
ceedings, get tips on how to testify in 
court and learn how to receive resti- 
tution. 

Chuck Cutler, wide receiver for 
BYU’s football team told children to 
develop. the willpower to say no to 
drugs before they are faced with peer 
pressure. Cutler said his father gave 
him some wise counsel: “All you can 
ask is that you give your all to the 
very end.” Kids need to keep saying 
no to drugs, said Cutler. 

Dr. Terry Warner, BYU professor 
of philosophy, explained how victim- 
ization affects us. Victims need to 
learn to become free of resentment 
and revenge and get on with life, he 
said. 


19 bodies are recovered 


Soviet sub found in frigid depth

MOSCOW — The Soviet navy has 
found its nuclear submarine at the 
bottom of the frigid Norwegian Sea 
and believes electrical problems may 





_ have caused the fire and explosion 


that sank it, a newspaper reported 
Monday. 

The government newspaper Izves- 
tia said rescuers had found bodies of 
19 of the 42 sailors killed when the sub 
sank north off Norway on Friday. 

Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, said 27 survivors were hospi- 
talized in serious condition at Mur- 
mansk, a Soviet Arctic port. Investi- 
gators were able to interview them 
for only minutes at a time. 

It also said a government commis- 
sion praised the crew for “bravely and 
intelligently” working to shut down 
the sub’s nuclear reactor. 

“According to preliminary informa- 
tion, the fire started because of a 
short circuit,” Izvestia said, quoting 
navy investigators in Murmansk. It 
said the submarine carried 10 torpe- 
does, two of them nuclear. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Gen- 
nady I. Gerasimoy and the newspaper 
reiterated previous Soviet state- 
rents that there was no danger of 
radioactivity being released from the 
torpedoes or the reactor. 

Izvestia said search crews had de- 
termined the sub’s location but 
Gerasimov said whether it could be 
raised was not yet known. 

“The question of lifting the sub- 
marine up has not been decided yet,” 
said Gerasimov. “It’s a bit deep 
there.” 

Norwegian defense officials in Oslo 
said the Soviets had a salvage vessel 
at the site, but spokesman Erik Sen- 
stad said there was no indication

raise the sub from nearly 5,000 feet 
below the surface. 

Civilian workers have raised 
wrecks and parts of wrecks from 
much deeper water, however, and the 
Soviets presumably would want to re- 
trieve the sub. 

Vadim Rozanov, press attache at 
the embassy in Oslo, said Soviet ves- 
sels were in the area to test for radia- 
tion, paralleling studies by Norwe- 
gian scientists, but “I don’t know if

unrest in Soviet Georgia

MOSCOW — Troops fired shots to 
disperse a rally Monday in Soviet 
Georgia, and the Kremlin sent For- 
eign Minister Eduard A. Shevard- 
nadze to try to end a week of ethnic 
unrest in his southern homeland that 
has left at least 18 people dead. 

A general strike closed schools, 
stores and factories, and halted some 
mass transit in Tbilisi, the Georgian 
capital of 1.2 million people 1,650 
miles southeast of Moscow, residents 
said. 

The government has sent in troops 
and tanks to quell ethnic strife and 
pro-independence movements in the 
mountainous Caucasus republic that 
is the vegetable and fruit basket of 
the Soviet Union and was the birth- 
place of dictator Josef Stalin. 

The government newspaper Izves- 
tia reported that cars moved through 
the capital Monday in a column with 
their horns honking, headlights on 
and flags of mourning for those killed 
in the strife. Some people donned 
black ribbons in mourning ~ and 
protest, residents said.
